Londonderry died, 


Earl of Liverpool,—The Earl of Liverpool will shortly lead 
tothe altar Miss Chester, the sister of Ser Robert Chester, Mas- 
ter of the Ceremonics. Miss Chester was the intimate friend of 
the late Countess of Liverpool, whose sufferings, during her long 
and psinfal iMaess, she strove to alleviate. The Countess, it is 
ssid, contemplatiag a fatal termination to her iliness, and knowing 
her Lord’s attachment to ber retired and domestic habits, recom- 
mended to him her friend, as one who, in the event of a second 
union, was mest capable of affording him domestic felicity. A 
twolvemonth has elapsed since her Ladyship’s decease, The 
marriage was appointed to teke piace a few days age; bat it is 
supposed to have been postponed in consequence of the eaddea 
death of the noble Earl's late colleague.—Morning paper. 


The Duke of Wellington's Letter.~-An cveaing paper says— 
We have been euabled to procure an authentic copy of the letter 
whieh was writies to Dr, Baskbead by the Doke of Wellington, 
after bis Grace's interview with Lord Londonderry; aod we are 
the more anxious to Jay it before onr readers, as it will be obsery- 
ed that the letter which found its way into the peblic prints differ- 
od in some material respects from the correct copy which we now 
poblish:— 

* London, August 6, 1622.—Dear Sir,—TI ealled-cpon yoo with 
the intention of talking to you abeut Lord Londonderry. aad of 
requesting you would call apon him. He promised me that he 
would send for you, but lest be should pot, I eatreat you to fiod 
some pretence for going down to him, 


f.eotertain no doabt that be is very anwell, It appears 
that he has been over.worked daring the session; and that his 
mind is over powered for the moment, aod labours under a dela- 
sion. Lstaie the impression made upon me ja the interview 
Thave just had with him. I told bim that this was my impres- 
sion; and T think itis bis own, and he will probably communicate 
it to row: bat lest he should oot, J tell you what I think; begging 
you Nover to mention to any body what I have told yoa, 


Tam setting out this moment for the Netherlands. I would 
have stayed with Lord Londonderry, bat he would not allow me, 
I shall be very much obliged to you, if you will write me a live, 
aad have it left at my house, to let me koow bow you God him ; 
aod particularly ifyew think 1 am mistaken,

Te King's Veit to Scland.— Bdinburgh, Saturday, Aug. 17.— 
His Majesty arrived ia towe from Dalkeith carly this morning ia 
his travelling chariot and four borees, accompanied by the Mar- 
qals of Conygham aod the Bari ef Wieckeleca, and alighted at 
Hlolyroed-bouse, at a quarter past ten o'clock, preparatery to the 
lovee which was this day opened at twelve o'clock. Aldng the 
strects on the line appointed for carriages, were placed divisions 
of the Seotch Greys to prevent interruption, and the Coert yard 
of the Palace was occupied by the archers, soma companics of 
the 15th Foot, and three bands ef masic played pational airs, 
both in the fromt court aed lawn. At twelve o'clock ahe carriages 
began to set dowe. All the Officers of State, Jodges, and Law 
Officers of the Crown bad precedence, by a different entrance 
from that to the public in front: 140 carriages conveyed the no- 
bility and gentry te bis Majesty's levec ; the greater part of the 
company Were dressed in a military uniform. The whole of the 
nobility whose names were mentioned in the procession of his 
‘Majesty's cutranee were ia atticodance, as well ae the principal 
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> gentlemen of the Scottish bar and charch. His Ma jesty seemeg 


in better spivite than he was on the day of bis landing ; a greay 
crowd ceoupied the avenge to the Palace, but the aimost order 
prevailed. His Majesty yesterday received several visitors a4 
Dalkeith, amoaog them were the young Dake of Buccleuch, the 
Deke of Dorset, the Marqais of Lothian and Ear! of Winchelsea, 
the Earls of Fife and Laqderdale, and Lord Melville bad a loa 
audience. The King, at seven o'clock, had a select party to dia. 
ner, aod amonget the company was the Barl of Fife. It was said 
that his Majesty's reception of the poble Baril on the platform, 
when landing. wae rather distent. The Earl made a low obej. 
sance to his Majesty, whieh was certaialy returned by the Kiar; 
but the pressare of official personages at the moment probably 
preveated any further notice of bis Lordship im the bustic 
of the moment. It is clear from the Earl of Fife having bees 
hie Majesty's goest, that the impression entertained by some a 
the landing was incorrect. The popalar bustle seems to bare 
entirely sabsided bere; and the bulk of the inbabitents bave re. 
turned to their ordinary cccapations, as if Holyrood Heuse was 
not graced with the presence of a King. The people have beea 
#0 long without the presence of so august @ personage, that they 
appear, after the passing of the first pageant, to be indifferent to 
Court oecurences. The last public reception of Helytoed House was 
by Prinee Charles Staart in 1745, when the priccipal inbabitany 
were called apon to pay their assessments to enable that advea. 
torer to attack the throne of bis present Majesty's grandfather, 
The very tortane that now decorate the cbicfiains whe are doing 
homage to the Kiog, were at that time worn by persons who were 
chivalrously engaged in promoting the isteresis ef the enforta- 
nate mao whose success must have involved ibe rain of the houses 
of Brunswick. The principal officers om daty at the palace this 
week, are the Bari of Hopetoun, Captain general, Sit John George 
Mackenzie, Sir David Miloe, and Liewtenact general Sir Joba 
Hope. 

The illamioations last night were ancommeonly brilliant, the 
streets were crowded to exoess, and the theatre closed at 9 o'clock, 
The appearance ofthe illuminations was extremely grand from 
the elevated grovuad aboot the city. Reckets and discharges of 
artillery and small arms were repeatedly Gred from the Castle, 
Calton Hill, Salisbary Craige, Leith battery, and the ships of war, 
and the vivid Meshes from this gloomy heights had a sublime effect. 
It is most gratifying to add, that the whole of these rejoicings 
passed off withoat the occurrence of any seriogs aceident. 


The civic feast willbe given to his Majesty on Thorsday 
wext, the Peers’ ballon Friday, aod the ball of the Caledenisa 
Hunt on the Monday fellowing. The King, it is expected, will 
attend these balls; but it is dowbted whether he will lay the Grst 
stone of the national monemeanton Calton Hill, There is a car- 
riage way ascendiag witha a dowen yards of ibe apot, so thet the 
ceremony might be performed without aay great personal incos- 
venieoce to his Majesty, Iie said that the Riog’s stay will be 
limited to 12 days. 

The lute Merquie of Londonderry. —North Oray, 6 o'clock, 
Monday Evening. Notwithsivadiog the aenunciations ef the Los- 
don papers that the funeral procession of the Marquis of Lew 
donderry towerds town would take piece this evening at seves 
o’clock from North Cray, the greatest doubt and aacerteinty pre 
vails epon the poiat in all the serroending villages. The villa 
gers of Foot's Cray believe that the noble Marqeis'’s body wae 
removed by night to bis house in St. James’s-sqeare, so long ag? 
as Wedod@day last. The inbabitants of North Cray, whe, from 
their viciwity to the residence of the deceased Noblemen, may 
rationally be supposed to be better informed upon such cireum 
stances, affirm that this assertion ie totally valoesded, wad fer- 
ther add, that the body is to be removed sbeut tes o'clock tbs 
eveniag. The information conveyed to us from this quarter @ 
in eecordance with thet whieh we reeeived from very good aeibe- 
rity ia town. We wore there informed that arrangemenrs ert 
made fer the arrival of bis Lordsbip’s remains at Vaesbe!- 
bridge, aboat 31 o'clock, and st bis ewe house im Si. James & 
square, about 12 o'clock, this wight. 
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Feot's Cray, 10 o'Clock.—The faneral procession of the Mar- 
quis of Londonderry (if, indeed, it be right to apply the name of 
faneral procession to an eaadorned hearse preceded by three, 
and « single mourning carriage, followed by two, mates) bas just 
started from North Cray. There are not many householders ia 
that village, bat we observed that the whole of them had closed 
their window for some hoars previeasly to the body of the noble 
Marquis passing by them on the road to London. The beil of 
the parish chareh, which had never yet tolled in honour of hie 
Lardship, becan to give sound to its mournful notes at the exact 
moment when bis Lerdship’s corpse left the residence in which 
hie spirit had so leag delighted. The members ef hie house bold 
followed it for some distance. On its arrival at this place, the 
iahabitants hacted to their doors with lights, and viewed the 
melancholy cortege with respectful and sympathetic silence, 


Depoferd, 12 «clock. —The berrse bas moved on, and though 
its passage throagh this place bas wot caused the slightest im- 
pression, such was aot the cnse at the village of Eltham. There 
it was waited for by several groupes both of well-dressed per- 
sons and ef villagere, 


St. James's equare, 2 o'clock, a. m.—His Lordsbip’s body 
bas just reached towa. “Theroad along which the anderteker 
(Mr. Newton, of Wardoar-street) led the corpse after leaving 
Deptford, was past Nanbead-bill, and throagh Camberwell-green, 
where the merriments oreasioned by the fair formed « sirange 
contrast to the moerafal procession which was skirting along it. 
From Camberwell it proceeded through Kenalugton-oval, and 
thence over Vacuhall-bridce, ep Grosvenor-place and Piccadilly 
to St. James's square, Nobody ia the streets of Loudon ap- 
peared te be aware that the hearse, which they bebeld proceed- 
ing slowly aloog them, contained all that was once the Marquis 
of Londonderry. Before bis Lordship’s boase, twenty or thirty 
lodividuals were collected, bat they wore evidently of the lower 
orders of society. The body was deposited at two o'clock in 
his Lordship's bouse in St. James's-square, 

It was eodersiood at North Cray, that the will of the noble 
Marquis hed been opened, and that the balk ef his personel pro- 
perty had been left to the Marcbiowess: the real estates, we sap- 
pose, will descend to bis brother, Lord Stewart (now Marg ais of 
Londonderry-) 


There werenone of the Marqais’s family ia the carriage 
which followed the hearse. Tiwas enid te contain the hoese- 
steward, the land-steward (Mr. Thompson,) the solicitor (Mr, 
Groom,) aod his Lerdship's confidential servant (Thomas Con- 
mey.) 

Preparations for the Fexeral.—The workmen in the Abbey 
had yesterday nearly Goished their operations, Teo of 12 men 
were employed io constracting & platform, which is merely raised 
above the pavement by the joistson which it rests. It ie about 
18 vards in length and 10 wide, and Gils ap the space between the 
mosumeats of Lord Chatham and the Berl of Maasbeld on the 
ear side, and those of the Dukes of Newenstlo and Gir Peter 
Warren oe the other. These, every ove acquainted with ihe in- 
terier ef the Abbey know, are ranced on each side of the avenue 
leadiog from the north deer. It is im the centre, and immediate- 
Iv opposite the corner of the moenement to the memory of Sir 
Peter Warren, that bis Lordsbip’s lest restiog place has been 
prepared. His coffia will lie on the right of Mr. Pist, and close 
to it. The gravels about seven feet deep, aad is bricked round. 


The ceremonial bad not been made out yesterday. and ft 
wae cot ecxsctiy knows whe wonld attend, bet several of the latc 
Marquis's colieacuce were expected to be present. 

Every preceation will be taken to guard agaiost the incon- 
vesient pressure of the crowd, boih withost and within the 
Abbey. The plaiform which we have described at the porth door, 
is cuclosed by 8 strong rail, which embraces » space sufficiently 
smple to accommodate al! who take « part in the ceremonial.

To be followed by the carriages of the nobility and geatry, of 
which a vast number are expected to attend, 


The Foreign Ministers, and others desirous of beiog present 
at the ceremony in the Abbey, will assemble at an carly hour in 
the Jerusalem Chamber. 


The precession, it is expected, will move precisely at vine 
o'clock, 

London, Wednesday, August 21, 1822 —We have received the 
Paris papers of Sanday last. The Chamber of Peers, and ihe 
Chamber of Deputies, assembled oa Saturday to receive in form 
the commanication of the Royal Ordinance for closing the sea- 
sion of 1822, The ordiaance being read, the members of the 
respective Chambers, 

Private letters from the Pyrennees nanounce, that athe ad- 
vanced posts of the eerdon the heat is so great, that the wells, 
springs, and streams are dried ap, aud that water is distributed 
by rations tothe soldiers. Ut is added that the state of the at- 
mosphere has occasioned a namber of maladies, Letters from 
Vienna estate that Count Montmorency, the Freach Minister of 
Porcign A@sire, is expected in that city, and that the affairs of 
Spain will be discussed in the approaching Congress. The open- 
ing of the Congress, is said to be Axed for the ist of October; 
bat the Ministers of the Give great Powers ave to hold prelimi- 
nary canferences in the month of September, There is still ne 
intelligence from Spoin of a later date than that which we pab- 
lished a week age. 

The Cowsritrortonnet, io reply to an article by the Quott- 
piewne en the death of the Merquis of Lendonderry, makes the 
following remark :—" Ut appeara that Lord Casitlorcagh possese- 
ed private virtues, Under that point of view some regret is dao 
te hie memery, As a statesman be parsed « system injurious 
te the interests of his coentry a6 well a6 to the free nations of 
Berepe. History is propered to jedge him. His death will make 
ne change ia the destinics of gations, for those destinies aro 
more powerfel than the interests, the peasions, and the efforts 
of parties.” 

At an early hear yesterday morning, a6 will be seen from 
our report of the ceremony, the remains of the late Minister for 
Poreign Affaires were deposiied in Westminster Abbey. The be- 
dy of the noble Marquis was interred by the side of Mr, Pitt, 
whose patronage he bad enjoyed, and whose policy he professed 
to imitate, bat whose name, wheiher for good or evil, will swal- 
low ap that of a thousand such dissiples, The poley itself, vi- 
gorons a6 it wes, though improvident, mischievous, aud futile as 
it has proved itself, derived its repetation from the manly cha- 
secter and rheloriea! seeendanmry of thet individeal by whom it 
was socgesied aad enforced; se the office holders sather than 
statesmen whe have suceceded him owe not merely their name 
bot theirs politica) existence to on assumed edmiration of his 
errors. That eyetem, ander the effect of ebich the country now 
groans, will fasien jisell io the eyes of futere generations as an 
indelible spoeadage to Mr. Pitt. Lord Loudonderry end the 
veal will be, happily for themselves, forgotien. Buch is the trae 
relation ja whieb this sobaitern ead secondary Adminiowatice 
stands \owasds its beaghty original.

baried in the great national receptacte of the ashes of our Kinzs 
our patriots, and heroes, His body was attended to its last abode 
by mach of the rank and power of the empire, and coasicard to the 
earth amidst the aoaffected tears of private friends, wlatives, and 
servants; bat, peinfal te reiate, amidst the coarse exaltation of the 
populace! To any that we have been grieved and shocked and 
diszasted by the Inet reeited fact, is merely to pot on reaord oor 
fellow-feeling with every civilized and honodrable mind in the 
Commeanity. There is hardly an instance of more barhbaroas and 
oomeanty triumph over a fallen enemy by the most savace people. 
There never was offered a more offensive or more disgraceful 
Ontrace to the sorrows of the living, of to the defenceless dead. 
The private character end noble virtacs of Lord Londonderry 
were soch as would in ordinary enses have disarmed eévety vin- 
dictive sentiment. The Baglish people,in ordinary cases, are 
distloguished by sensibility the most cenerous and humane. Their 
pniversal mourniug for that beloved Princess, whose antimely 
death in the first bloom of happiness deprived every youthfnl 
motron of a model, aad a loyal aosiion of ita dearest hone —the 
depth and even refinement of avmpathy which then displayed 
itself among the humblest Inhabitants of Great Britaioa, were 
enough to demonstrate the natoral tendency of our countrymen te- 
wards just ond kin’ affections. Their brave devotion to the late 
lamented Queen, who was not a native, ner long an inhabitant of 
the kingdem, for ne reason but because she was innocent and op- 
preased, is another proof, if proofs were wanting, of the inherent 
benevelence of our aational character. Whenee comes it, then, 
. that the remains of a good man were insolted by a cenerens people 
in their passage to the tomb! it was hecause the people regard- 
ed Lord Londonderry a8 ea instrament or an sethor of mach 
pablie wrong—of manifold polideal abases——ef grievous national 
nad individual sofferings —of a system of government diseracefal 
abroad, at home ineanportable—as a conspiewoas member and 
ebtrasive organ of ao Administration essentially odious.

The maxim delivered by the Bavioor of men, and handed down to 
at, Bet by the Evangelists, but by the Apestic,—** Ic is more blessed to 
give than to receive,” has never been duly examined, Simple in itself, 
it le perhaps ene of the grandest in its matere and the most important 
in its practical results, which has over been heard on earth, If duly 
realized, ite tendeney would be, to abolich allhaman misery end tora 
thie glebe inte a terrestrial paradise. 


The desire to reesive, te obtain, although jn an npright mind it 
may be chastened to its operation, is, when left anbridied, the source 
of nearly all the ware and desolations which have filled the earth with 
Wood, and of all the frauds, thefts, robberies, and oppression, whieh 
heve destroyed the bappiness of private life, This maxim realised in 
every mind therefore, would make a complete change in the face of so- 
ciety. These evilsit would at once extingnish. UY woold do more 
than render every man sativfied with bisown: it wonld refloe and ex- 
pand the mind, ’till no misery were found on earth to be relieved, and eve- 
sy one were left in that higt state of benevolent and feeling 
which would render all bappy in each other, and constitute the zoaith of 
social enjoyment, 


Extensive and important as may be the results which this maxim in- 
Solves, it will be foand most strictly true. Tis author perfectly knew the 
homeo beart: and he bad before him at the moment of giving it, all the 
sources from which the mind has ever derived enjoyment. He koew al- 
60 in ite fullest extent, the blessedness derived from receiving, for he was 
at that moment imparting blessings throughout the aateral and the 
moral werld; for, “from hia, fulness we ail receive.” But the bappi- 
Hess counected with giving, with communicating biessedness, was all his 
own, It wasthe joy eet before him when about to lay down bie life 
** the just for the anjuct ;° end from a view of which, be endured the cross, 
despising the shame; and is now for ever seated at the right-hand of 
God, asthe Dispenser of every blessing to wretched men, 


In this manim however, the blessedness of reeeiving is by se means 
denied. Indeed, taken in the highest sense,it constitutes the gretest haman 
happiness below, A humble, grateful, and coustant receiving from the Divine 
anthor ef this maxim, must form eur highest felicity as long as we are 
on earth; unless Indeed we may except be inespressible delight which 
flows from being enabled, frem a principle of pure gretitade, to de 
something by way of return which may be pleasing in the eyes of our 
Divine Benefactor, tittle as it may tend to promote his righteous cause, 
the cause of benevolence and truth. If such however be our blessed. 
ness lo receiving the free forgiveness of ali our fanits and every needfal 
blessing, how great must be that jneffeble pleasure which he enjoys in 
readering ws thee blessed! Surely ne one ia the universe was more 
capable of appreciating the trath and comprehending the extent of this 
giorions maxim, it is more blessed te give than receive. If the 
** gnesee, te-ipoum,” the “know thyself” of the ancient philosopher, was 
esteemed a maxim worthy of having descended from heaven; this Di- 
vine maxim mey be deemed of heavenly origia without the least of by. 
perbele. 


Were we indeed to refer merely to the feeling which eccompaines 
such a reeeption of benefits (rom men as is compatible with the highest ex- 
ercise of an epright mind, even this woald be sufficient to place the treth 
of this maxim beyond ali contradiction, With whet earnestwess does 
the delicate mind of an afllicted widow anticipate the reception of that 
boanty which is te relieve ber and her infant babes from almost iudes- 
cribable dietress! What joy end gratitede does the eye speak, (the big 
tear scarcely restrainiog itself) although the tongne may attempt the 
task io vain, when the messenger of heaven enters her humble abode 
with a capply for her wants which hope had scarcely ventared to an- 
ticipate! To adduce « lower exemple, whe cen fally realize the happiness 
ofa homane end benevolent mind, which, pitying the distress of some 
family, or town, or district, labouring ander the horrors of want which 
his own resources are unable te relieve, appeals to ethers around him fer 
help ta the wack ef humavity,—when his highest wishes are crowned 
with ewceess! Or of one whe realizing the still more dreadful enfferings 
inte. which ignérance, with ite almost constant cempasion anbridied 
vice, has plunged a province er a pation fer ages, blasting their tempo. 
ral happiness, and sending minds inte aw eadiess eternity impregnated 
with every evil habit, may appeal te others for that help he alone is una- 
ble to impart j~—when bis appeal isheard, and pity ie awakened la a thoa- 
sand minds congenial with hie own, .who peor in their stores perbaps 
beyoud his highest hopes! These are joys with which the dreams of li- 
centions Ganget compete for evena single momeat.—— Yet la

give is still hore blessed inite natere. It ersaies ali theee joys; and ia 
the view of them as thes imparted, feelings are eaperienced, ia their 
Gatore almost ludegaribadle 
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Alver this, it is needless to mention the joy of the lawless 
when he bas obtained the largest booty—of the greedy extortioner 
by freed er force possessed of bis prey—of the savage victér when 
field of battle has pat bim in posarssion of the spot which formed the 
centive to war: for alibough these are io 
ficient to reward cower women = 
are the offepring of inj sstice, while seem to gladdec, 
reality poisen the re The blessedness described in 
therefore, unspeakably transceods all joys of this natere, althongh these 
so often form the prize for which ambition itselt contends. 

Bat in addition to the sacred pleasure inseparable from having 
been the honored instrament of all that blessedmess which fills others 
with such joy and transport, there are other feelings which accompany 
this divine principle, Ja proportion to its streagth aud parity it elcvates 
the soul, He who possesses the power of thus blessing ethers, in its 
jndicious cxercise feels that be is himself elevated, not only above want 
and distress, but above those sordid desires which tos often render the 
mied wretched. He testifies lo the very act, that he feels himself raised 
above the distress which he so freely relieves,—or that he leses ail sense 
of his own distress iu the divine pleasore ef removing another's; and if 
the gift be the offering of 2 pareand generous mind, it is the inward 
testimony of the sow! that it rises superior to ell these low and craving 
desires which reader s man more wretched in the midst ef plenty, thea 
is the generous mind when encompatsed with distress. 


The power of giving, the will-te bestow blesseduess on others, alse 
laveste the mind with » kind of soverciguty ast experienced in the dis- 
charge of varions other duties, Many duties are @ repayment of what 
is really dae ; and hence while they are virteous exercises, they involve 
a degree of restraint, and impose on the mind a kind of necessity from 
which it cannot aprightly disengage itself, @ man who has reerierd 
acts of kindness, is mot left to bis free choles whether or not he chal! 
repsy them. He herein feels himself bound; bound too, os to person, 
time, and degree, which ihoagh not painfel te on opright mind, parti- 
calariy if due means be afforded, (allt far short of that high enjoyment 
whieh this god-like mexim describes, Even the discharge of jee 
and of various relative deties, involves. something of thie res 
which righteousness will not forego. Battin the power of freely giv. 
ing, thereis nothing whatever of this felt. While the mind is sev. 
sible that it hae at command the power of conferring birssedness, 
feels perfectly free and sqvensignie a exercise ef thie power, 
, and its own time, and 


fait 
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enjoyments of life; and ie qualified degree assimilates it even to the 
Deity bimself. Tu hamble imitation of bis » it becomes « dis. 
penser of happiness in this lower world, and koows no lieit beside those 
preseribed by beneficence and wisdom, 


Great as are these enjoyments, however, they are experienced by 
Britain iv perhaps a higher degree than by any other eation in Burepe. 
We de not here allude to the confribarion of perhaps sixty milliens anau- 
ally to the expenses of the state including that of collection,~of ten of 
twelve millions as tyihes of the prodect of the seil,—and eight or tea 
millions more te meet the wents of the peor, All these Gued as they are 
by laweand aot left optional, we de net inciede among the effects of this 
glorious maxim. Bet all these mast be considered, if we would form @ 
jast ides of the degree io which this god-like principles reigus througheat 
Britain. While for the support ef the government, the ministers of 
religion, the poor and the destitate, they fureish annually from their 
labor a som nearly equal te that raised for these parposes by almeet all 
Eurepe besides, (he seme volentarily contributed to remeve heman 
misery, exceed the sums thes gives by avy sation em the continent of 
Europe, or perhaps by all of them taken together. Te convince cur. 
srives of this we have only to take inte consideration the anmber ef Hos. 
petals and ether Lastitutions mow existing for the relief of the diseased, 
the distressed, the destitate, and even for these whe bave been sedered 
inte the paths of iniquity; aud te these add the immense portion of 
private distress relieved with co moch delicacy in every part of the coun- 
try; and we shall Gnd that the sume thus bestowed from year to year al- 
most exceed calculation. To these however, we most add the vast same 
cont: ibated for the Fducation of Youth both ie private and threegh the 
vertons institutions now ia operstion for this parpose, as the National 
Institation and the British aod Fereige Schoo! Society ; with 
all these which secure the inetractiosn of nearly Seven Thon: 
sand children in the Sanday Scheels of Britain, invelving es they de the 
grateitews laber of Fifty Thousand Teachers, « gift which evinces 
generosity of mind eqaal to the most coatly sacrifices of @ peceniary 
natare. All these display an exemplification of this divine maxim, to be 
seen in po ether nation ie Karope, sad at Be former period ig an eqaal 
degree, even io Briteia bereeif. 


Trak however constrains as to advert to a cee chaned of bearve- 


lewce which has never distingeebhd any preceding age since une 
promelgation of christianity. We peed scarcely odd, that we silede te 
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the efforts wow madt to give the Holy Seriptares to the various tribes 
ef men, This is a strict exemplification of the doctrine tavght in this 
Dieme m..um, aod requires the enerrise of a purer aed higher degree 
of generosity, than 
ef men. Thame which asise from the common afflictions of 
life, strike our senses and at eure appeal tocar feelings, leading as te 
reflect that we alse are liable to misfertepe and distress, aed that the 
state of the sufferer eho new appeals te our generosity, in the vicis- 
sitedes of buman effsirs may possibly become cur ews. Boi to realize 
men’s ated of the Sacred Scriptares, requires far greater discernment ; 
and the geserssity which has led Britain to costribate so liberally of 
her substance for the sake of giving them te all classes among car own 
counirymen, to the pations of recently in arme ageinst ber, ead 
above all, tothe remotest tribes of Asia, in of the highest and purest 
kind, and bes dene more towards endearing the name ef Britaie to the 
various ations of the earth than all her Geets and armies for centuries 
pact. This god-like disposition, even ieGdels have been constrained to 
admive emidet all their affected ridicule. When did they with all their 
hatred of Divine Revelation, in which we can searcely suspect them ef 
imeineerity, ewer reiceand sead forth from year to year, Three Handred 
Thousand Ponnds Sieriing to disseminate among mackind, what they 
eappesed to be interesting truth? Vet a swm equal to thie ie from 
yesr te year contribeted by Britain, parely with the view of disse- 
minating the kaewirdge ef Divine Revelation among the various tribes 
eof mankind, aad this in addition to the almost uskoowe sums contri- 
beted (rom year te yeat io remove the misery of man iv various other ways. 


Ly Britain however be thus pre-rmineatly distingaished amoog the 
nations of Karepe, as realising thie divine maxim, sod tasting la a eape- 
rior dectee the bigheet of whieh the human mind is capable be- 
low, Brick ledia, even ta ber infant state, ie proving herself a daughter 
werthy of euch amother. Ate peried perbaps has British ladia been 
drficeent in liberality and beneficence. 11 istroe that balf a eentary 
ane, distress ef a mental mature was less realized and of esarse less 
deplored. Our arquaiotance with the naiives of India was more distant, 
and oer kuowledge of their seal state more limited and sape ficial; and 
the number of cor own countrymen bring mech (ewer, aed their clream- 
steares of couvee lees arerssitons, there was little ecope for the opera- 
tien of these principles, exeept in the way of serial intercoarte end 
geucrens heryitality. The atenishingly liberal manner in which en 
open table was kept abmost withont discrimination, however, although it 
often involved mork that did net tend tethe ultimate happiness of Be- 
chety, monifesied « temper, which, wader the auspices of real religion 
world have prodeced the richest freite of Christian liberality. As the 
habsic of society then Were, the manner in which many, merchants and 
ethers, come forward to asclet theirs countrymen io particalar insiences, 
was no geveroas as alimest to savor mere of romance, than of the com- 
mon transactions ef commercial life. 


Whatever of a liberality bordering almest en profusion, however, 
moy have existed formerly among the inhabitants of British India, if we 
may take this Presidency as «2 fair apecimen of the whelr, there hes ne: 
wer existed a greater spirit of teorhcenee aiming directly at the highest 
bepriness af ite chjeets, tham le found thereia at the present time; and 
which we thiuk we may justly say ie increasing wiih the extenion of 
jest end eccorate ideas respecting the state of things around. It shoaid 
bm the first instance be recoilerted, that aff the Poor of the Metrepetia of 
India, whether Earcpeaner Native, ere supported by gratwiteus contribution ; 
that tosapply the wants of o> afflicied, the stranger, she wi- 
dow, and the fathevless, ameng 0 lerge «@ population, not « 
single Rapee te tevied. from year to yeer by way of tax or forced 
cootrsbunen, The gaiu te genaine beneficeoce, the sugmeniation 
given by this te the happiness beth ef the receiver end the giver, 
are so great, that it mest be the earnest wink of every friend of 
hamenity that sething may ever happee te meke « different ar- 
rengemeet peeresary; that the sons and danghiers of affliction may 
neve: tese the eapecadded pleesmse they feel from reflecting thet the 
tome «heck feueve their wants are arver wreeg from ethers by con- 
stratat, ead that (hece whe meet their wants may severbe deprived of 
the sacred pieatare whic Bows from theic freely vmpartiog the relief 
demarded by ines’ dustre-ses in whiek they so fally sympethinr, « piea- 
tore whiee ta ses eral effet oo the mind, more thas repays every thing 
thas gearrearly givee. ‘ 

Perbaps tom muy be ready to object, thet as the cases which come 
pebliciy belcr tne Ve-rry tm tite Metropelie, ere fe@ Compared with the 
enteat of ihe @ty, the det ees thas met from year te year cannot be great. 
Te this we reply, that thee cases lnciede but @ tery emali part of the 
dutiees ectethy velieved. Tee bond of benefirente is the mest drli- 
Cale @eneer Privetcly Wipes awn, the tras (rem the eve of affliction la 
@melitades of in>iaaces e@bich are sever generally knows. Thiet of the 
hambers whe i> care of beresvemeot Bod iwrcemtiy ef exylem to the

Greteeseee ere wp tin the most afrctiossio manners by dovations from 
fimads, os by pome arreezew@rat io business, which al cece provides « 


that which regards merely the temporal waots , 
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supply for all their wants ;—and we may edd, of there cases which are 
met by areguiar manhip sum, genervesiy furnished by friends whe 
kuewthe afflicted in the day of prosperity, and who tehe om themerives 
the pleasiog task of reieving their sorrows by their own anasisted efforts. 


Te woold bere be en offence against humanity were we vet te men” 
tion the name of eve individual who died about twelve years age, and* 
whom British Indie may boast as wholly herewn, born as he wae ie India, 
to whieh he deveted the- whole of bis life. We refer to Charles Weston 
Esq. when a youth apprenticed, as we have heard, to the late Geveruer 
Howell when merely a surgeon ; and whe whih the most delicate gener. 
sity supperted bie honcared master ln bie dectinitg years, whee left to 
straggie with indigeace after having Gilled the highest ciieetion in 
British India. Of Mr, Weston, several of the objects of whose bounty 
we have personally known, we have heard, that te his friends in distress, 
with whese cireamstances he was well es he dispensed from 
month to month oo less asum than Biztere Heedred Ropees, aud te add 
to the efficiency of the gift, withoat eveo the intervention of & Wative 
sivear, We could also meniiva ethers now living, did net delicsey 
forbid, whose beneficence cc aveyed in private ehannels to these in die. 
tress, ie scarcely less striking then wasthe benefleence ef this eminent 
lodo-British philanthropist. Thes, emeali es we may deem the nowber 
of cases met by the pablic fend of ebarity ia thie city, private benef. 
cence lu a way congenial to the best feelings of the homee mind, me:t-a 
multitade of cases which wever see the light; bet im © hieh, ifthe receiver 
be blessed ; (and this whe cae doubt whe sees the tear thus wiped Gom 
the eye of affliction ?)—the giver is blessed ie afar euperier deg ee. 


To these however we ouch (0 add the liberality exer: bred in removing 
disease both from Eurepeans and watives, Nercas this be confined to - 
the pablic Testiiation jo this ciiy foended lor thie purpose, end which 
hasbeen the means of saving the lives ef co many whom disease and 
casualty woul’ otherwise have consigned te « speedy grave. If we 
world form « just estimate of Ludian beneficence as fowing in this chan- 
nel, we must take isie consideration the sumerens instances wherein 
medical sid is promptly given in private lite witheut the least exaperta- 
thee of fee or reward, end which fremafae greater amoant thew there 
which are brought snnuelly before the public hy medical Leentetions, 
When all the instaners of ibis nature whieh ereur throughout the ia- 
terior of India, as well ee in the Metrepelie, are taken inte ronaidera- 
thon, it will be feand that tn thie department alene the divine maxim, 
** it 1s more blessed to give than te receive,” ie exemplified in ne incon. 
siderabie degree. How many of our own eoustrymen in thie disteat 
laud have been indebted for their lives to thie generens pelecipie | And 
what wnombers of Natives have bees snetehed from ihe grave by thas 
ready exercise of beneficence in the healing est, which hae mever heen 
yet foand among thelr own coumtrymen, Mow many of them owe theig 
very lives to the vicinity of some Reropean, «hom their religion abe 
serdly teaches them te term °° mivehha” or “ uaclean,” but whe with 
a promptaéges of hemenity otterly efiinewn emeng themasives, bas 
snatched them from death, often befeve thels help was requested. Io 
the late dreadial visitation which pervaded the whole of ledis, and was 
felt almost throughout Asia, how meny Datives were preserved form 
death even after they had been given op by every fiend around them ) 


Purther, if the Parént Couwtry hes been etteniive te the diseases of 
the mind, ia their nature more inveterate, and far mere dreadful in théir 
effects, than those of the body, India is listio bebind Ler herein, aithengh 
ae yet ber energies are far from being fully developed. It te trwe that 
neither the Lanecastorian system, indebted as it is to lodia for ite origin, 
wer Sundsy Schools, those potent means oj the riehest benevolence, bare 
as yet been brought to bear en lodis, in the manner in whieh they bave 
blessed the pepwistion ef Hriisio. This however te chiefly owing to 
circomstances. They bave beth commenced their operation, aud they 
evly wait for time and eppertunity in order te extend and maiare theig 
efforts. Bet je carefor the Eduestion of Youth, if her infoot stete be 
constiered, British Todia wil wot be fowud defeient. 16 ahocld be rae 
memorred (hat reapecting even the epyorinn ity fer p ave of benevolence, 
she cannot be considered as sarient. Prier te the recovery of Caicatia 
from Seraja Dowlah in 1766, what wae Britih lodia as @ theetee of 
bevevolence! Wher was the metropolis tee, ehew Choe ringhes, new 
termed by travellers, 2 village of Pelscet, was covered with tee teide, 
and chicthy irequented a» & Geld fer the sporteman. Tt wenld be totally 


* anpteic to take the gege of Iedian bearficence from whet it now is, ia 


erdev to compate ot with the Mother evmotsy, whieh ages singe, bed teft 
ail the cetons of Latepe behind her ia this glorious enreer, 


Viewing what bes been alreads at empted in India towards remov- 
ing the wentel God metal disc sles 6f the human Mind therefure, a4 mere. 
ip am ear tret of wiat we may eapect lo ferare yrene, it be impossible te 
eootrmpisic what bas been eleedy done wiibont « glow of delighi, 
Teo the Upper aed Lower Orphan Schesie bow many, 99 ernemenis 
te seciety, eve been indebied for that kaowledge which bas opened 
their wey to eeefel, happy Ue. How many Seve bees tsken ay by 
thet exesiiest bectiteuce, the Pree Srhest, fetherires erpeees, eho 
withowt ite aid mast have someiped te the end of life a prey to 
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ignorance and misery, Tn addition to these lestitations. which feed 
sad clothe, as well as edncate, the friendiess and destitate consigned 
te their care, mey be mentioned, these which merely commanicate 
fnstraction, hile they leave the pupil ander the parental reef, and by 
devolving on the parents and io effeet on the gouth themerives, the care 
of making their own way in fatare life, rouse all ihe evergies of their 
minde late vigerous action. To this class belong, we believe, ‘several 
Achools ameng the Roman Catholic aad Armesien inhabitants of the 
metropolis; aed ander this description come these at Caleutts, Seram- 
pore, Dacca, and Chittegeng, sapported by the Benevolent fuscitation, 
which for these thirteen years hes been co deeply indebted to Indien 
beneficence, avd from which heve gone forth more than « Theatand 
youths withsach a pettion of knowledge es hath fitted them for becom- 
ing theagh humble, yet useful and happy, members of society 


It is not te Karopean vouth however that beneficence bas confined 
Ste operstions ia fadia, It has at length powerfally felt that the Na- 
tives of India are alee ovr neighbours, and hes began to turn its mighty 
energies to the removel of thet ignorance from them to which may be as- 
eribed nearly the whole of the misery which aow pervades the country, 
ignorance whick ascribes to stocks and stones those bounties of provi. 
dence which have rendered Bengal, the Garden of Iadia. Here indeed, 
tar different from Britain, where the light of Revelation has so shed 
forth its beams as to disclose the turpitude of vice oven te the lowest 
peasant, ignorance covers all its basevess and deformity, and in sumer- 
ous lastances causes it to be practiced even nader the name of virtue, 
to the destraction of thensends from year (o year. This siate of things 
however, Indian beneficence has at length beheld with pity, and in the 
establishment of Societies for disseminating the Elements of Knowledge 
in the native langnages and for the eupport and encoaragement of Na- 
tive Schools, has begun te provide the means for dispetling that dark. 
nees which has filled Ladia for so many ages; and has already comme 
nieated to thousands of native youth those ideas which from the basis 
of more extensive kuowledge, and which, having once entered tne mind, 
can never be eradicated. And at lenges in the three Colleges recently 
established, the Hindoe College, Bishop's College, and that at Serem 
pore, it has grovided means for lastructiog in a higher degree Yhose 
euperior native minds who may from time te time aufold themerives, 
and a enecession of whom, sent forth acquainted with the classic 
literatare of India, enriched with Eoropean science, and imboed with 
the knowledge of Divine Revolution, may hereafier diffise knowledge on 
avery side, and became the bappy lnstraments of chasing darkness 
wholly from the shores of India, 


Wer ought we to overlook the attempts made by beneficence to give 
to Bodie that Divine Revelation originally intended te bless the whole 
earth. Already bas the Bible Society, established in the metropelis 
twelve years are, poblished versions of the Scriptures, not ently in the 
Armenian, Arable, Persian, and Tamu) languages, bat in Bengalee 
eed Hindee, the common langnagts of those aroand us; and it has now 
had the satisfaction of seeing similar Societies for difnsing the Serip- 
tures spring op, at the sister presidencies of Bombay and Madras 
in Crylon, and the Isle of France, at Samatra and Amboyna, aad 
even on the shores ef Anatral-Asia, Meanwhile, through the ge. 
weresity of the Christion public in Britain and America, from Se. 
sempore have isened versions ia certain ethers of the dislects spoken 
fe Indie. And while the Charch Missioniry Seciety and the Serampore 
Missicearies are endeavouring to enlighten varions parts of India by the 
distribution of tracts aed the labors of pious and jadicious men, each of 
the there Protestant Chapels in Calrutta hae its Missionary Society be- 
boring arotnd itself in the metropolic aud its environs, aud diffusing of 
every side the light of the evertarting gospel. 


Such then arethe proofs which at this Presidency alone, Britich 
Todie ls giving, of her being imbued with the spirit which reflects se mach 
more glory on the Mother country thas aliher fleets and armies, That 
this however, deither exhanets her strengih, ner renders her slow te meet 
the calls of humanity oo eutraordinary eecasions, has berm evinced by 
twe illustrious instancesia the course of the present year. Te the 
promptitade with which the distress of the native inbebitants of Backer. 

gt, oceasloned by the lete lnandetion, was met by the British inhe- 

rants of Catentta, aa example of humane and generous feeling towards 

the dietreseed natives of India almost new te them, was presented to 

‘ heir view, am example which kindled the same feelings in mang of their 

own countrymen, end which ean scareety fail of leaving a deep abd last, 
jog impression on thelr minds, 

But what shall we cay te the contribation fer the retlef of the dis. 
tressed inhabitants of Ireland, which ia the coarse of aban? twe @eathe 
has exceeded a Lack anda Helfef Rupees at thie Presidency alone! 
Even if we place out of the question tty relief thts will comvep te the 
nahappr eufferers, precieely whee all other soorces of relief bave bees 
extaacted, whe cae calculate the valne of sich a baret of hemasity, 
cousidertng merely a8 su example of bewrficesce! Aw object tee bere 
bed up te view calculated to affect the Gacet feeling: of the hewmen wied, 
end le about iwe months, thie Presidency alone coatribetes s sum fer 
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the relief of distress, equal to an cighth of whet bes been eantribated 
throeghout Eagisad itself! Consider too ite 


beforeto the same extent, aad ehich preseges 
te Tudialo fatare times. What a flood of §ght 
forth in Bengal, if jodicloasly applied threage the a@diem of Schosts and 
the Sacred Seriptares! And for this may we not hope ia seme fatare day, 
when the positive misery end the wamber of deaths year by year, whieh 


actually flow from the reign of igmorance, shall be felly keown tnd 
realised ? 


Afier this brief eketch of the eperations of besevelence ia Britich 
Todia, even in ite present iafant state, we may property enquire what exif 
efecis have followed from sech extracrdioary exertions? How many 
have bees ruined? how many reduced to want by the gratification 
of these woble feelings? We may safely reply, Net a single is. 
dividual! Of those who have been reined by the indsigence of other 
feelings and habite ef expense, Gemerons instances might be adduced ; 
bet wo one ruined by the exercise of benehcence—to set against the vast 
sam of good, the mass ofhappiness, which have been created by these 
efforts. The fact is, that the exercise of beweficence does not lead te 
extravagance and ruin. Other feelings whith may involve expense, say 
ataste for gaming, for dissipstion, for expenditure in borees, equi. 
page, fernitore, and things ef this natare,—afford no satisfaction ; 
when thoosands of rupees have been thas expended, little grati- 
ficationis fonad; and the miod ts still orged to expend thousands 
more. No each effects are prodveced by the strongest love of benef. 
cance, The kaowledge and reflection which are eressary to create this 
feeling in any bigh degree, enable a man carefally to weigh bis situation 
and circamstances; and should 8 most pressing call arge him te con- 
tribate a sem be can acarcely spare with convenience, still he is sader 
no temptetion blindly te edd thereto another tem times as large; @ cir. 
cumstance by uo means eecommon in the annals of dissipstion, Rather 
beneficrare itself disposes him to that wise and steady coaree, which will 


speedily reimbarse the expense it has occasioned, and thas preveut ia- 
jury to bimeelf, or hie dearest counections, 


If however as real injury be sustained, if a few months at farthest 
enable aman to recover from the inconvenience brought ev by the larg. 
est exertions of benevolence, the profit will be found inexpressibly great. 
We shall aot here be saspected by anw whe kaew as, of eounteuaocing 
the Mindoe ides, that works of beneflcance atone for the commission of 
crimes, and constrart abridge te beavee. Such was never the idea of 
bim who died to take away our tins, when he delivered the divine max- 
im, “it ts more blessed to give than to receive.” The profit to which 
we aliade, is not of thie mean and sordid watare. The feeling in too sab- 
lume to be degraded inte & compromise for senegal indeigence, or to form 
a commatation for the gratification of ove evil propensity by the sappres- 
sion of another. The happiness to which we refer, arises from the cons 
sciowenees of having been the hambie iasicament im lessening the mise- 
ry of man, ia wiping the tear from the eye of the widew, the fatheriess, 
the destitate,—ia snatching the prey from the fangs of viee,—in gonily 
drawing the igaorant from thit precipice om the brick ef hich tney 
stood nncenseioas of their danger, while beneath it rolled eve: iastiog 
rein, This, to an apright and well-informed mind, wospeskabdiy oat. 
weighs every ides of bargain and sale, as comnecied with benrficence. 


To addition to three feelings however, there is a class of subordin. 
ate ener, almost too minute for deseription, iadeed, bat which coatridete 
to the happiness of life perhaps, ae mack as any gratification arising 
from the expenditare of « fer larger cam ia any other way; heoce ia 
treating of a sulgect of this watere, they enght eet to be whelly over- 
lecked. Among them are the « ond sympathy which are excited 
towerds those eho are the objects of our tenelicence, Ia whatever 
light we @ay have been secustome? previcesly te view them, the meo- 
meat we regard them ap the objects of cur bearhreace, a degree of pity 
and compassion is felt towards them, « certain degvee of interest created 
in them, which will permit as ee longer to regard eves their faalts with 
asperity, and whick makes as « delight ia attempting te serere their 
comfort. Possibly ene of (ve happiest resaltete be expected from the 
amazing interest (eis theeagheout Britain iv the distress of ear Irish fel- 
low-subjects, will Om, that thet Concera for their happiness will net conse 
till the canses ef thetr preecat misery, diffbealt as it may be to ascertain 
them aod still more deffouis to apply « remedy, be ie some happy degree 
permanently removed. Sach tadeed is the very nature of bearfieece in 
every lastance. Nothing teed: to make os regard the natives areeod 
as with feelings equally (acerable (o their happinres, aod to our ewe, so 
moch as oor attempting te remove their igeevanee sed wreichoderse. 
Ali enpleasant feelings respecting them instantly give piace te those 
which amply repay off cur atsempts te promote thew lappiness 5 2éd- 
tag te cnr own ve a far greater degree. Beorficence aud happiness we 
as imeeparedic, as are maievoinecs and misery. 


We may abo the delight with which we contemplate thoes 
engege < in the mas work of beneficents wih ow aives, Thu fering, wixee 
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adds so mach (to car happieess, may be traced to two causes; the plea. 
sere which the sight of a bendficent action naturally creates in the mind 
of the good an enjoyment in its matere very great ; and that which ante. 
rally arives from oor seeing anatiier luterested in the same object with 
eorscives, For thistast we cae easily account. It implies aa appre- 
bation ef ovr and Combs in, aid of dif teatimeey ofeer ove 
miede that we bave aawisely, or suffered mopery to be en. 

® ines on of as; Which fills the mind with conscious 
: anaes salincebt, baving then one common. object in view 
aed being enited ia ene commen pursoit, watarally feel endeared te each 
ether ia a degree of which they themselves are ecareely aware. Numer- 
ous as ere (he-contribnters to the present plan for the reliefef the dis- 
tressed Irish, and widely extended as they are ia Tudis, there is little 
Aoubt but « benevolent miad deeply engaged thercio, say for iustance 
that of the Chairmen of the Calcwtta Committee for this object, 
views them all feelings of emisfaction end delight. 


To thie we may add soother scarce of catisfection, of perhaps a low. 
er natere, and yet mot withoet its value ; that extern for each other crea. 
ted of streogthened in the miods of the beneficent by the cotetant ex- 
ercise of thie divine principle, The love of homen @steem bk wrong 
when it becomes the raling priaciple of conduct; for la that case, as ee 
love the praise of men mere than the praise of Ged, the desire te please 

‘Ged will enrely give way, whenever it mast subject us te the frown or 
the encerof men. Butte possers the esteem of the wise aed the good, 
while we ate obeying the voice of God, is certainly an enjoyment by vo 
nowats to be despised, By thie course all those feelings of pity, com 
persion, end generosity, cultivated by them in seeret, being brenght 
within the view of kindred minds, coustantly locrease their esteem 
fer each other, as the sicht of the coutrary vires Increases the divtihe and 
hotred which exist berween the evil and: malevolent, even when they 
sects mov! firmly linked together. If to these inferior advantages, be 
added these before endmerated, it mast be evident, that the expendi. 
tare of an eqael sum in no other instance yields co ample « rewmia ef 
enjoyment, the alfimate object of expeaditare, as these applied im Jodie 
to bencheent objects 


This brief and imperfeet sketch of what has been already attempted 
lo the sifem) eteteoed Beitioh ledie, a@erde matter beth for delight ead 
(tore hope. Alreedg hae the ebeesvation formerty made by Barke, 
ceased (eo be appleable, that eere we to leave Jndia, we shoald leave no 
trace bebied es ef any thing dene for te improvement, Even in the pre- 
seat inciprent stete ef things, thie can be we benerr effirmed with 
anv degree ef trath. The efforts already made to diffuse informatien 
among (he eatives, imperfect asthey may be, have bees mere important 
im thes wetuce, than theee whieh lode bes wituessed (rem all the pations 
whose veke che may bare worn in the course of three thensand years, 
Weak as they have been, they have tended te open to the thew kaowledge 
of the most sebstantialaatere, foonded ow the relation actaally sabsiet- 
ing becween man sod mar, aed berwece men end bis Creaster, Preser. 
ver, and final Jadge; knowledge which tends directly te indivadaal bap- 
pivess, and to the immed.ale umprevement of society, 


It le howewer freely arknowledged, that as yet every thing of this 
netore in Britich Fadia, ie quite iolite infancy, Even the mest effectual 
means of difoing knowledge aod happiness arownd, are as yet but im- 
perfectly wedersteed : and we may compare the last few years with 
these twmedistely preceding, tbe ability for givieg these means efficiency 
wheo ascertained, le very far from having reached ite witmost limit, Je 
fect there is evidently sech s blessing attending the enertion of this 
ab lity, that the declaration of the wise man seems to be strictly veri. 
ed; “ thece is that seetiereth and yet incsreaecth, aod there is that with 
heldeth more than is meet, bat it tendeth to proverty.” Many a gene- 
rows miod ie Brithch Tedia bas foend the truth of the prophetic mexim 
realised ia the course of bis own effeire; “' the liberal man deviceth liber. 
a! things, and by liberal things eheiibe stand.” Many ie their futere 
lives and in the blessings which have descended on their families, have 
foond it strictly trae, that “he whe watereth cibers, shalibe watered 
himeeil of the Lord.” With reference to the bappiness beth of the re- 
etiver and the giver, therefore, we are persaeded, that what we have al 
ready seen of the operations of bearficenre in Britich India, isbuta 
emall part of what will be witmeesed hervefier. 


To the philasthrepict whe trhese jest view of the state of Ledia, 
Rethieg can be more cheering thas this prospect. A Huedred Millions 
© eur teilow.createres in India, if wot ander Brithh sway, yet withie 
the reech of Britice inflernce, presents « Held wot to be equalled is 
any part of Eorope.

If im every pert of ladie sow ender or contreal withia 
ned beyond the Geoges, therefore, soned ead importent knowledge

Pover- 
ty ned distress abound ameng them ; but the grand source of even these 
i, that ignerance whieh, ading the coantry, benumbe the powers of 
the mied, ead by its darkaees conceals from view isnamerable 
scenes of oppression and mierry. Were this removed, the milduess of 
its climate, whiehreaders eet uown many of thoe wants felt io Rerope, 
—the fertility of its eoil,—the value of its productions, which bere at. 
tracted the attention of the western nations lo every age,—and ite advan. 
teges for and fereiga commerce, would place the inhabitants of 
Radia among tife the happiest of the baman race. As things ere even 
how, their bedily wants bear ne proportion to their mental wants, Were 
the former all removed, they woald be wretched stil! ; and no homae pow 
er coald prevent their reterning. The man whe can supply evere bedi! 
weat by fear hours’ laboer dally, mast remain ie distress if be will 
net lsber mere than fre; and could any exertion of benificence 
reader his situation tolerable with fwe hours’ labour, every comfort 
mest disappear, if he refasete lebeor more than ene: and those whe 
are = bwet with the watives, koow well, that this le in 
grveral their present character, The only way therefore, in which their 
misery ean be removed, is, that of eafolding te them the ample page 
of knowledge, and arousing them frem their preseat lethargy of igno- 
rence and death. 


feme in Britain woald start at eur coapling iguerance with death; for 
in our native land sack an association le seidom literally keowe, Ie is 
a melancholy fact, however, that the mamber of deaths which are strict- 
iy the frait of igeerance in this vehappy country, very fer exceeds from 
year te year the sumber of deaths inflicted as the desert of crimes 
throagheat the whole ef Eorope. Consider the number even of the 
nearest relatives, whem ignerance ennuelly comsigns to death on the 
banks of the Ganges, and of whom « very great part @onld certainly 
recover, were the same care exercised towards them which is manifested 
to sach relatives in Eerepe, Think how many hapless mothers in the 
prime and bloom of life ere avery year barnt alive here, solely threngt 
the prevalence ef ignorance ;—and reflect bow mech greeter a number 
of persons perish from year to year ia thelr pilgrimages te places esteem. 
ed hely, a2 for iustence, to Juggunwet’ha ta Ovirea, their bones for 
miles eronnd whitewing ja the eva from year te year, & sacrifire te the 
demon of ignorare. When all these erenes of death are combined, o) of 
which will certainly vanish oo the removal of ignorance, there con be te. 
tle dewbt thet ia Indie, ignorance be death, end that te commoanieate 
koowledge, le, to give life in the meet literal sense ef the term, If thie 
he daly weighed, it will be seareciy pessivie tp restive a more glorions 
field for the efforts of beneficeace, than thie presented in Ledia. 


Nov is the efficiency which atiends the efforis of private beneficence 
@ omall recommendation, Some may be ready to say, “ Let government 
be at the expense of thiags of this metare; why shonid private individn 
ale be thas burdened?” To thir it map be replied, that while « cortaia 
degree of help is desirable on the part of goverament, the cause of hex 
neficence wholly taken wp by them, weald asseme quite aneiher sspert. 
Whatever is done by goverament, mast be done by them as rulers, and 
os the natives of lodia are acenstomed to view every thing thas dene, ie 
the natare of commends; it woeld be difbewli te eoarines them that these 
spring fiom beneficence. Little of this dewbi kewever attaches to pri- 
tateexertions, Acthey areknown tobe perfectly voluntary, their bee 
neficent design cannot long be mistaken; and hewee they ere regarded 
withent suspicion, end welcomed as deads they camno! bat edmire, The 
manner in whiels the efforts of private beweficence are administered iso, 
add greatly te their efficiency, Whatie done by government in this 
way, is tow offen apt to become quere matter of eslary, rather then of 
earnest, beneficent exertion. ‘le private w however, while 
these soterested in their efficiency are inerensed ahwadred-feld, consis. 
ting as they do of all engeged in them, those employed nat only feel that 
efficiency ws eeseetial te the continuance of these efforts, but generally 
participate in the came beneficent feelings; and benee one of them 
throngs the divine biessing, oftem scramplishes more towards the remo. 
val ef ignoraace, theo many weald secomplich, whore object was merely 
the salary covarcied with the employ. 

Ad fo this, that such examples of eolentary god dicinterested hens. 
volenen, cannot bet cltmeicly have their effort on the nstives themselves,

Batthe manner in whieh tue Natives come forward a 
few months ago to aid Ba to the for their own Conn. 
trymeo at Backerg and alive allin the latesahseriptions to re. 
lieve the dateedia freland sufficisatly demonstrates, that ander the 
influence of British example they are capable of aidingia the most libe- 
Tal mauner in promotiog desigos of a beueficeat nature, 


Sines then the Ged is se wast, the course la iteelt 20 fall of happi- 
Bese and the natives eo capable of being «flected by British example, 
what abundant evgouragement ie hereby afforded reletive to future ef- 
forts! Nor can it be denied, that we here possess advantages for the 
exercise of beneficence far abeve onr countrymen at home, partienlar- 
ly in being freed in so great a degree from those burdeus whieh eres bea- 
vily felt in Britain, direct taxes, tythes, and rates for the eapport of the 
poor. It now proves happy for India, that from time immemorial the 
soll has been deemedthe property of its rnigrs, wheby farming it out 
and stipulating for acertaia part of the produes in retara, have thence 
ever drawa their chief revenue. This relieves India and will probably ever 
relieve it, from that weight of direct taxes nnavoidebleia the present 
circemstares ofthe Mother country, while tothe commanity lo geversi 
it matters littlewho receives the rent of the land; since whether the 
landtwiders receive the whole or a certala stipulated portion, while the rest 
goes toform the public revenue, this can make bat Ilitle difference in 
the general price ef provisions, Were they to receive the whole, instead 
of six sizicenths, they would not be very willing to let the peor ryot er te- 
ment have the land at a lower rate, and hence he could afford its produc. 
tions no cheaper ; so that were the pablie revense not to be derived chief. 
ly from the land, as it now be, this would do little towards lowering the 
price of provisions; bat direct taxes, safficientto prodace an equal reve- 
nue inthe way it is raised jo Brite and other countries la Earope, 
would prove soch « bardes as [odia has never yet sustained, 


Tts freedom from tythes abo, the brahmans belong wholly sapported 
from lands formoriy given them, or by solantary contribotion, end the 
British chaplains by government, e« are the clergy lo Prance, is another 
advantage which islikely tobe permanent in Iadia. Tythes are totally 
foreign toile habits and ecastoms; and were there a million of Native 
Christians in India, to tythe the Afy-aine millions of Hindeos and Mas. 
selmans iu order to support the teaciers of this one million; wonld be « 
measnre the injastice of which could ouly be equalled by ite insanity. 
Asfor the sapport of the poor by compulsion, afer their wants for ages 
have heen in same way met by voluntary contribation, even ander heathen 
and Mahometan sway, it wenld be a high dishonor were thie ever to 
prove iosufficient, wheo Christian beneficence bas come te thir aid. 


Thas then Todia, while it presents the most extensive Held on earth 
for the exercise of veneficence, furnishes the happiest combination of cir. 
eumetances fur its exertion; and as every sock exeriion must tend in its 
degree, both te general and 16 ludividual happiness, few situations can 
be realized as more bappy than that of a beneficent mind ia India, fa- 
vored with emple meaus for ite exercise, Every step taken of this oa- 
ture, while it conciliatos the affectionsof the natives around ws, monet 
tend to enlarge their minds and refine their feelings, and thas bring 
them meartr to us, whom they will at leugth be coastrained te regard 
a their real friends and benefactors, Ets tending also to loepire the 
affiveut among them @irh the same feelings, most altimately enlarge 
the eperations of this god-like principle, almost beyead oar preseat 
conception. Mesnwhile the wise and the good athome, whe feel their 
juterest ia the weifare of Ladia constantly increasing, most contemplate 
with delight the growing progres of Britien [ndia ie this happy coarse ; 
and feel enconraged thereby te rédeabie their own exertions, Thaes in 
precese of time, British India and the Mother country, animating each
